Autistic Achievers Thrive on Horseback

Close to 30 years ago, Julie Craig and her husband 
bought a run-down, 5-acre farm in Mattapoisett. 

Fast forward to the present and not only did 
Craig and others transform the land, they used the farm 
to transform the lives of many families and people with 
autism-spectrum disorder and other disabilities. It didn’t 
take long for Craig and her friend Debbi Dyson to start 
the nonprofit Helping Hands and Hooves. 

Julie Craig’s son Ian, now 23, has autism and was 
nonverbal. Craig’s friend Dyson has a brother Brendan, 
now 55, who also was nonverbal and autistic. Now 
Brendan and Ian are Special Olympic medalists, thanks to 
their horse-riding skills. 

Ian earned two silver medals and Brendan earned 
a silver and a bronze medal at a September 30 equestrian

Special Olympics competition at Briggs Stable in Hanover. 
Craig’s 12-year-old student Julia Cabralk won a gold and 
silver medal. 

Craig said, despite the Special Olympics being a 
platform for people with disabilities, the competition level 
is still high. 

A horseback rider and teacher originally from 
Atlanta, Craig began teaching horseback riding on her 
Mattapoisett farm shortly after buying it. Somewhere 
along the way, she and Dyson learned that horses have 
an almost magic effect on people with ASD and other 
disabilities. 

Dyson’s brother Brendan was one of Craig’s first 
students with a disability, and she said that Brendan’s 
balance, self-confidence and social skills, just to name a 
few, improved dramatically and almost immediately after 
riding a horse. 

Brendan’s horseback riding journey was not 
planned. He came to watch a family member and instead 
became quite the equestrian. Many nonverbal ASD kids, 
including Craig’s son Ian, became verbal once riding on 
a horse. Ian started at the age of five, and it has made a

You see some 
amazing things.” 

Craig had 
many more stories 
of people who were 
transformed on the 
backs of horses like 
Teddy, the farm’s 
gentle quarter horse. 
One 38-year-old 
man with balance challenges was soon standing up in the 
stirrups with his hands in the air. 

Craig recalls one nonverbal woman who would 
sing whatever song she last heard on the radio whenever 
she was riding a horse. The singing would go away once 
she was off the horse, but the awe of the bystanders 
would have a lasting effect. 

The decision to turn her farm and Helping Hands 
and Hooves into a nonprofit was to help people who 
cannot afford lessons, which can be expensive. Craig 
also said that developmentally delayed adults are not as 
supported by the state once they turn 22, another reason 
why she started the nonprofit. 

Developmentally delayed adults from different 
day programs in the area visit the farm. Not everyone 
rides a horse, but almost all enjoy the scenery. Craig says 
people from Fall River, New Bedford and other cities visit 
and always enjoy visiting the chickens, goats, and other 
farming activities.

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the big tent, but most stay there forever, and ever and 
ever. 

In addition to the clowns, circuses have elephants 
and donkeys and contortionists who can twist and turn 
themselves into all manner of positions.

Fairhaven Sewer Plant Upgrades 
Mattapoisett Select Board

Mattapoisett’s Special Fall Town Meeting, 
scheduled for Monday, November 6, will feature several 
capital expenditures, including $350,000 for renovation 
to the Highway Department and $300,000 for roadway 
improvements. But those sums will be eclipsed by the 
$8,000,000 needed for the town’s 16% share of needed 
upgrades to the Fairhaven sewer plant. 

During the October 10 regular meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Select Board, Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco said he anticipates about 14 articles in the 
warrant, which still needs to be reviewed by legal counsel. 

The Select Board moved to close the warrant 
and will meet again on Monday, October 16, to sign the 
document. That public meeting is scheduled to take place 
at 6:30 pm in Town Hall. Lorenco did comment that the 
town has received a “pretty good free cash number” from

Plant Needs Electrical Repairs 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee 
By Mick Colageo 
Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Department 
Superintendent Henri Renauld has been largely assured 
that insurance will cover damage that the Water Treatment 
Plant sustained on August 8 when an EF-1 tornado ripped 
through a section of town north of Route 195. 
In his report to the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water District Commission on Tuesday, Renauld said 
he had spoken with two or three vendors, gone through 
the prescribed steps and anticipates repair work to the 
area of trees, along with a fence and the rooftop. Having 
examined damage to electrical transfer switches, Renauld 
estimates between $60,000 and $80,000 of work. 
“(The insurance company) is 90% sure they’Il 
cover it, but they need to see the smoking gun,” said

Renauld, noting that three visits have been made with 
the electric company to assess the situation. “Is there a 
10% chance they won't (cover the damage)? Yes. Can we 
leave it the way it is? No, we can’t. I would like to move 
forward with this one; the electrical company is confident 
they’re going to find the problem. ... The problem is ... 
they need to get in behind and pull it out and see what's 
broken.” 

Preliminary conclusions are certain among all 
stakeholders, but the insurance company needs to see the 
broken electrical component. The transfer switch, Renauld 
said, “took a beating” during the tornado. He said the 
switch is failing and will fail. Without repair, he said, it 
will fail to supply water during a storm event.

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Eversource would need to be present, and an 
individual would need to stand by and run the plant; a 
company, said Renauld, would be brought in to do the 
repair work. 

“They're going to come out with a broken 
piece, I know they are, and insurance is going to cover 
everything, they told me they are,” said Renauld. 

Only recently was clearing accomplished that 
makes that access possible, and Renauld said repair will 
immediately take place pending the availability of parts. 

The MRV District Commission voted to spend the 
money to complete its investigation of the electrical issues 
at the plant. 

So far, the MRV has received approximately 
$74,000 in insurance coverage for tornado damage with a 
$1,000 deductible. 

In the Treasurer’s report, Renauld reported 
invoices totaling $102,091.70, including billing exceeding 
$12,000 (chemicals), $16,000 (solar) and quarterly charge 
from the Town of Mattapoisett ($48,983.) 

Jeff Furtado reported September balances 
on the MRV’s vendor account at $20,154.57, and the 
commission’s savings account at $345,033.91. Both had 
slightly increased over amounts from three months prior. 

The commission’s upcoming district budget to be 
produced by Budget Subcommittee members Renauld, 
Furtado brothers Vinnie and Jeff and Meghan Davis will 
try to supply Tata & Howard engineer Jon Gregory with 
a draft prior to the MRV’s November 14 meeting with a 
goal to finalize it in December. Secretary Ann Carreiro will 
join their effort. 

Gregory provided a Water Treatment Plant 
Upgrades project update. 

Tata & Howard is proceeding with procurement 
of the ultra-filtration equipment, and Gregory anticipates 
long lead times with designer Koch Separation Solutions. 
He pointed to the membranes themselves, several types of 
meters and instrumentation, along with blowers. 

Applications have been filed for SRF funding, 
and Tata & Howard is working with an electrical engineer 
subconsultant. Gregory said he is looking to schedule an 
update meeting with MassDEP to bring state up to date

is being delayed by an ongoing but incomplete effort to 
reconcile the FY23 budget. 

“They don’t want to release any of the ledger for 
FY24 until FY23 is finished,” he said. 

Vinnie Furtado, the chairman of both the 
commission and the committee, said the FY24 allocation 
had just been received on October 5. But with special 
town meetings out of the way, he anticipates FY23 
accounting will be up to date in time for the committee’s 
November 14 meeting. 

The committee voted to authorize Vinnie Furtado 
to pay three invoices led by $2,839.97 from Tata & 
Howard. 

Marion DPW engineer Meghan Davis is 
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compiling an invitation list, including Wareham and 
Middleborough representatives for a regional meeting of 
member towns’ water officials. The meeting is anticipated 
for November. 

In his Tata & Howard Report, Gregory said 
graphs up through August 2023 are available with more 
to soon follow as information comes in from consultant 
Megan McCarthy. 

Tata & Howard bought another level logger 
and now has two spares. There are four originals still 
operating and in use.

Support Mounting to Fight CR 
Rochester's Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday agreed to 
join the Conservation Commission in its protest of what a 
recent regional Conservation Restriction agreement will do 
to the town’s water rights on 13 acres of Rochester land. 

The board approved sending its own letter to the 
Select Board to take further action against the 241-acre 
regional Conservation Restriction plan that includes 13 
acres at Red Brick Farm East but gives Rochester no rights 
to the water there. 

The regional Conservation Restriction agreement 
that became reality over the ConCom’s objections proposed 
giving Mattapoisett the water rights to the Rochester 
parcel, including possibly digging up to four new wells 
under a co-ownership agreement with the Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Authority. The ConCom prodded the 
authority to agree in writing that it would “make every 
effort” to transfer the conservation land in Rochester to 
the town, but Town Counsel recently told the ConCom 
that the promise of making “every effort” is not a legally 
enforceable one. 

That led the ConCom last week to approve sending 
a letter to the Select Board urging its members to press 
Town Counsel to do more to protect the town’s water rights 
to that land. 

This week, Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission member Ben Bailey reiterated his point from 
last week that he has learned from researching state law 
and contacting other attorneys that the correspondence 
from the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Authority stating a 
“make every effort” promise is legally enforceable. He said 
that according to his research, “Saying you will make every 
effort means you are not allowed to do nothing.” 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
motioned that his panel should also send a letter urging 
the Select Board and Town Counsel to do more, and the 
Planning Board unanimously agreed. 

The Tuesday meeting began with an informal 
discussion regarding National Storage’s plan on County 
Road Extension for a 750-to-800-unit, self-storage facility. 

Technical consultant Phil Cordeiro explained 
the marijuana retail store Megan’s Organic Market was 
originally to be built in that spot until the store decided to 
change its location on the lot. He said the petitioner will be 
asking for site-plan-review waivers and will have a more 
specific plan in time for its next meeting with the board. 

Next, the board voted to sign an Approval Not 
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Hill Road and another related to a plan to build a 15-acre, 
self-storage facility off of Cranberry Highway at Route 28 
and Kings Highway. 

The latter was the more specific one, to combine 
four large lots to build a facility with 180 small, self- 
storage units and 64 smaller units. Petitioner JPF 
Development’s engineer, Bill Madden, told the board 
he will return with modified plans now that the lot 
combination has been approved. 

The board then approved writing a draft decision 
for the Special Permit and Approval Not Required 
application for the proposed subdivision of a 22.6-acre lot 
at 572 Snipatuit Road.

The Rochester Planning Board will meet next

Paul Drucker went before the Marion 
Conservation Commission on September 28 with a 
Request for Determination of Applicability to cut down 
and remove 14 tall trees and brush-cut to the ground. 

Citing a permanent condition attached to the 
building of the house in the first place, Conservation 
Commission Chairman Jeff Doubrava told Drucker he has Your full service boat yard on beautiful Sippican Harbor. 
no issues in cutting the trees marked during the site visits 
but that the original condition clearly prohibits cutting 
beyond the split-rail fence at the edge of his yard. 

In attendance, Drucker explained that his 
application is to do some maintenance and last for several 
years, provide safety and clear a fire hydrant. 

Drucker said previous owners had thrown debris 
along the edge, and he wants to maintain a line. The 
whole house, he said, was built within 100 feet of the 
wetland, and he had not realized the situation until now. 
He is enjoying the birds but hopes his proposed project 
would help him avoid regular pruning. 

Commissioner Emil Assing identified a second

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away from the wetlands, Commissioner Shaun Walsh 
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added that in his opinion, clearing 10-15 feet around the 
back of the shed would be appropriate. 

The collection of perspectives helped Drucker 
better understand the laws and the reasons for them. 

“1 appreciate this because it’s, like I said, from my 
understanding as an amateur looking at the map is that 
the whole place is within a 100-foot buffer of wetlands, 
and I’m like ... ‘what can we do?’ So this is a big learning 
experience for me, and I appreciate your time and 
understanding,” he said. 

Doubrava also made sure Drucker understands 
that he could, with a permit, perform work in the buffer 
zone. 

Asked for comment, Conservation Agent Doug 
Guey-Lee suggested the idea of allowing Drucker a 
one-time cutting effort but noted the town’s policy of no 
activity within 15 feet of the wetland. “Proximity is the 
issue. ... The more you get close to the wetland, the more 
you're going to see us hold the line,” he said. 

Doubrava said, should the commissioners 
approve, it would likely be a three-year permission that 
would require another application at the end of that 
period. 

The commissioners voted to issue Drucker a 
Negative Box 3 Determination of Applicability that notes 
the work is inside the buffer zone. The determination also 
stipulated limited clearing allowed inside the inside and 
not beyond 20 feet around the shed. 
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Twin RDA applications from the Michael 
R. Deland Trust LLC for an extension of phragmites 
management at 498C and 498D Point Road were both 
met with Negative Box 2 and 3 Determinations of 
Applicability. 

Represented by Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc., the two-part project (separate 
applications) will extend an effort to eradicate phragmites. 

First approved in 2019, then extended three years 
by state government COVID-19 provisions, the work 
is being done in conjunction with property next door 
owned by Meadow and James Spader under a trust (that 
application was a Notice of Intent resulting in an Order of 
Conditions to cover a much larger area, including some 
beach nourishment, according to Davignon.) 

“A majority of the work for the phragmite 
eradication is actually being done on the Spader property, 
and that has an Order of Conditions with it,” said 
Davignon. “These two properties, we filed an RDA about 
four years ago ... and the groundskeeper is Lee Gunschel. 
He takes care of all these properties.” 

Davignon was looking for a negative 
determination on Lot 115. 

Doubrava visited the site and said the invasives 
present were waist high and sickly looking, unlike the 
10-foot-high ones the commissioners have seen. He said 
whatever treatment they are using seems to be working. 

The second case, a 62-foot-wide phragmite patch 
of 5,000 square feet has been whittled down via treatment. 
Davignon said the plan is to hit it until they make it go 
away. 

The commissioners entertained a request from the 
Planning Board for comment on Minor Site Plan Review 
for the new Department of Public Works operations center 
to be constructed at 6 Benson Brook Road and off Mill 
Street. 

Assing suggested the DPW get a wetlands 
delineation done. He and Walsh had looked on Mass 
Mapper but were unable to fully gather the information 
they sought. Walsh said he would not put anyone through 
the expense of delineating a wetland if their activity was 
not going to take place within 100 feet. 
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The commissioners planned to ean a 
recommendation that it appears there are wetlands to 
the rear of the lot and that any activity planned within 
100 feet of that area should be vetted by the town 
and recommended reaching out to Guey-Lee. Walsh 
acknowledged that the natural vegetation is off the lots. 

Evidence of tree cutting and clearing along 
Washburn Park Road was brought to Guey-Lee’s attention 
by John Rockwell. 

Rockwell had been on site reviewing a 
wetland line as it applies to an Open Space Acquisition 
Commission project and reported back concern about 
tree-cutting activity at the Washburn Stables Property. 

Upon visiting the site in keeping with response 
to any such call, Guey-Lee told the commission he saw 
cut trees in the median area of the road and on the soft 
shoulders to the side. Being town property, Guey-Lee 
checked with the Department of Public Works and heard 
back from Director Becky Tilden that the DPW did not cut 
down the trees. 

She did not dismiss the possibility that Gunschel, 
the town’s tree warden, may have done the cutting. Guey- 
Lee found no files indicated a permit for tree cutting. 

A 2018 RDA applied to the horse stable but not to the 
activity to which Rockwell alerted Guey-Lee. 

Doubrava and other commissioners drove 
through to verify the areas of clearing. 

Guey-Lee was asked to look at another area of 
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clearing. Walsh thought it proper for Guey-Lee to contact 
property owners and look at the site together. As for the 
trees, Walsh said the activity was clearly in the buffer zone 
and recommended that Guey-Lee go back out and then 
report back to the commission with updated information. 

Bryon and Cynthia Deysher filed a Negative Box 
2 Determination of Applicability to install an 18x36-foot, 
inground pool, a 24x20 pool pavilion, a 16x12-foot house 
addition and associated site improvements at 44 Lewis 
Street. In responding to the proposal as laid out by Brian 
Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, the commissioners and 
Guey-Lee called it a straightforward project. 

The Marion Conservation Commission was 
scheduled to meet on Wednesday, October 11, at 7:00 pm 
at the Police Station. 


Garages Bidding for Bathrooms 
Marion Board of Health

Marion Health Director Lori Desmarais brought 
to the Marion Board of Health’s October 5 public meeting 
attention a conversation she had with Marion Building 
Commissioner Bob Grillo, who has received recent 
requests to install bathrooms in garages to be used for 
office space (not a residence.) 

“Right now, we don’t currently have anything 
that defines whether or not they need to do anything 
for the septic, or add anything or coming before the 
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board,” Desmarais explained. “Just wondering for future 
discussion, defining what a bedroom is or what we want 
the process to be (should a contractor approach the board) 
in those situations.” 

Noting the considerable time such a subject could 
take, Board of Health Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer said the 
subject will be on the board’s next meeting agenda. 

On September 28, the town held a drive-through 
flu-vaccine clinic for 140 preregistered patients at the 
Cushing Community Center. Prior to that event, Marion 
had distributed 312 vaccines with a visit that day to Little 
Neck Village and plans to continue with home visits 
and clinics at Tabor Academy and Sippican Elementary 
School. 

Desmarais said that 100 residents have 
responded to a survey indicating interest in the Moderna 
COVID-19 booster shot. She said the booster is now 
privately purchased and no longer free from the federal 
government. The cost to the town would be $115 per dose 
with a 10-dose minimum purchase, money that Desmarais 
said the Health Department has in its revolving fund. 
Reimbursement from Medicare would exceed that 
amount, and Hoffer suggested enough might be left over 
to vaccinate someone who is uninsured. 

Like the Pfizer vaccine, the Moderna also arrives 
frozen and can be refrigerated for up to 30 days. 

Desmarais is working on an agreement that will 
allow Marion to distribute a shingles vaccine. $183.22 per 
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dose (the vaccine requires two doses separated by several 
weeks.) Medicare coverage ranges between $129 and $183. 
Pneumonia and tetanus are also being considered. 
In other disease updates, Marion has had one 
mosquito among the 162 found in Massachusetts with 
West Nile virus, putting the town at moderate risk. 
There have been no human or animal cases among the 
26 positive discoveries of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE), leaving Marion at low risk. Most cases were found 
in Worcester County but some in Bristol County. “Until 
we have that first frost, there’s always obviously the risk,” 
said Desmarais. 
The owners at 618D Delano Road have proposed 
a 1,500-gallon septic tank with six, 500-gallon leaching 
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chambers. However, noted Health Agent Shallyn 
Rodriguez in her report, because the dwelling has 
expanded from three to five bedrooms, the Marion 
Sanitary Code requires a tank capacity of at least 2,000 
gallons. 

“With the increase in flow, I’m not sure he’s aware 
that now it has to be an alternative system,” she said, who 
was waiting on a response from the owner as she reported 
to the board. 

“So close and yet so far away from the sewer 
line,” noted board member Albin Johnson. 

Rick Charon of Charon Associates appeared 
on behalf of the owner at 406 Point Road where a 
new construction is planned, and he told the board a 
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second page of his proposal was missed by the board’s 
consultant. That page, said Charon, demonstrated the 
proposal’s ability to comply with size regulations. 

Charon said the 8-acre property is dominated by 
wetlands and buffer zones. “We don’t really have a lot 
of room to work with,” he said, noting that the proposal 
includes the pressure-dose system that allows for a 50% 
area reduction. 

With that, the board voted to approve the system 
as proposed by Charon. 

In her report on monthly Innovative / Alternative 
treatment data (I/ A), Rodriguez indicated successful 
treatment. 

Reporting on Chapter 2 housing-inspection and 
complaint updates, Rodriguez told the board that the 
main structure at 28 Pitcher Street has been redone all 
around, including the porch. Grillo visited the site to 
ensure the backside obstructions were properly boarded 
up. 

Regarding the trailer at 357 Point Road, 
Rodriguez said inspections were ongoing, and Desmarais 
relayed information from Grillo indicating that the 
process is nearing completion. The board voted to grant 
the trailer permit another two weeks. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for Thursday, October 19, at 4:30 pm at the 
Police Station. 


ORR Launches Vision 2028 
ORR Joint School Committee/Superintendent’s Union #55

At its opening public meeting of the 2023-24 
academic year, the Old Rochester Regional Joint School 
Committee /Superintendent’s Union #55 heard from Dr. 
Ruth Gilbert-Whitner, whom Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson suggested the district employ as a facilitator 
for Vision 2028, ORR’s strategic plan for the next five 
years. 

“Finally, we’re here,” said Nelson, addressing 
the committees on September 28. He alluded to the many 
hours of work put into the model last year, including 
strategic initiatives and the beginning of action planning. 
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Gilbert-Whitner, a former superintendent in 
the Whitman-Hanson regional district, coached Nelson 
in 2020 through the new superintendent's induction 
program. Now she has worked with ORR and appeared 
on September 28 to review the process. 

As prescribed by the Massachusetts Department 
of Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE), a process 
was developed beginning in March 2023 with a focus on 
the planning and alignment of many programs over three 
steps: 1. Create the plan; 2. Align the plan; 3. Implement 
the plan. 

Gilbert-Whitner used a PowerPoint presentation 
to summarize the steps that have brought the district to 
its current position. She said the efforts to analyze district 
performance, educator evaluation, community feedback 
for trends and patterns, then work backward to design an 
improvement strategy, “we’re pretty much done doing 
that.” 

The next two phases will include connecting the 
school plan to the ORR District plan. “A big part of this 
is community engagement ... and the most important 
part of all and what you’re going to be moving to today is 
implementing the plan,” said Gilbert-Whitner. 

The third part will establish progress and use 
impact-related benchmarks, monitor and publicly report 
progress, and if necessary, redesign the District Plan. 

“And as you will see, the plan in and of itself is 
just a few pages. But the most important part of that plan 
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are the annual action plans,” said Gilbert-Whitner. “This 
is what your leadership team and the planning committee 
are working on now, developing annual action plans that 
are really the driver ... if the plan needs to be redesigned, 
it’s part of a flexible, living model so that can be done as 
well.” 

The accessibility to the plan to everyday life at 
school is where Gilbert-Whitner indicated that planning 
has come a long way. 

“The best part of planning for success is you 
don’t have a ... large binder that often sat on the shelf and 
collected dust. Planning for success will not do that. It will 
be present every single day in the lives of your youngest 
student to your oldest student and really working to 
improve teaching and learning for all of them,” she said. 

In comparing the state’s model to ORR’s, Gilbert- 
Whitner alluded to ORR’s work on literacy and how a 
strategic plan connects that effort to the larger vision. 

“Most importantly — and we worked hard on 
this — what are the outcomes? If we meet our objectives, 
we implement our initiatives, what at the end of this

Administrative Leadership teams over the course of six 

team retreats followed by action-planning sessions in 

June and August. The Planning Team was comprised 

of a variety of stakeholders, including teachers and 

community representatives. 

Gilbert-Whitner recommended that ORR’s 
planning for success and implementation of the 
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achieving your outcomes that you’ve designed,” said 
Gilbert-Whitner, who stressed the importance of aligning 
the monitoring plan with actions plans. “Action plans 
need to be monitored throughout the school year.” 

She added that despite her career as a 
superintendent, this was something she needed to learn. 
As a result, monitoring of action plans was put on school- 
committee meeting agendas and taken into account 
during budgeting season. 

At the conclusion of Gilbert-Whitner’s 
introduction, ORR Superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning Dr. Shari Fedorowicz dug deeper into Core 
Values “Think, Learn, Care,” and ORRHS Principal Mike 
Devoll discussed the “portrait of an ORR graduate” 
within the district’s five objectives that include 
curriculum, leadership to implement that curriculum, 
establish assessment practices and management. 

Devoll said ORR will carry the curriculum 
through the next five years and said it will be a 
community effort. He talked about grade-level graduates, 
specific ways those students would be prepared to 
advance and what that looks like. He said there would 
be shared leadership and outlined a series of outcomes 
planned for June 30, 2024. 

Sippican Elementary School Principal Marla 
Brown then outlined the implementation process, 
especially as supported by professional development and 
resources that align with the portrait of a graduate. 

New Interim Director of Student Services Kristine 
Lincoln talked about support throughout the ORR District 
for the academic, behavioral and social components of the 
program. Other aspects include the climate and culture 
necessary to achieve the objectives of the program. 

Nelson emphasized the teamwork involved in 
creating and planning Vision 2028 and promised updates 
to the community. 

With that, both sides of the JSC voted 
unanimously to approve the plan as presented. 

Nelson provided the JSC a progress report on his 
Mid-Cycle Review, based on two-year superintendent's 
goals that were presented to the committee a year ago. 

Thanking the Superintendent’s Goals 2022-24 
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Subcommittee of Nichole Daniel, Anne Fernandes, Sharon 
Hartley, Carly Lavin, Matthew Monteiro and Michelle 
Smith for their work assisting in goal development, 
Nelson said the bulk of the subcommittee’s work lies 
ahead in terms of feedback. 

He discussed how his personal goals align with 
Vision 2023 (and 2028) and School Improvement plans in 
the district. 

The four goals are: supporting teaching, learning 
and sense of belonging; developing the new five-year 
strategic plan (Vision 2028); completion of the state’s New 
Superintendent Induction program; and a communication 
enhancement strategy. For each goal, Nelson outlined 
key actions, benchmarks to measure progress, and the 
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resources that would be used. 

The JSC heard from Fedorowicz on the 
Professional Developmental Plan for the 2023-24 school 
year and voted to approve. Fedorowicz highlighted the 
2022-23 plan, noting that over 200 educators responded to 
a survey conducted for feedback purposes to inform the 
new plan. 

The committees reviewed a presentation of the 
current Curriculum Review Cycle. Fedorowicz described 
an in-depth document reviewing math, science and world 
languages as well as the literacy program that has been 
the district focus. A council will work with the document 
at the beginning and end of the school year, assess needs 
and resources and alignment with state mandates. “It’s 
great ideas, but we have to fund them,” said Nelson, who 
encouraged committee members to watch a video on the 
subject. 

The committees voted to approve the changes to 
Substitute Daily Rates for the 2023-24 school year. One 
of those changes will pay long-time but recently retired 
full-time teachers at the same wage should they take on a 
substitute teacher’s role in retirement. 

The JSC reviewed and approved many alterations 
to policies, most notably allowing 30 rather than 15 
minutes of Public Comment at School Committee 
Meetings (plus other changes to address those speaking 
without permission of the chair), as was reviewed and 
recommended by the JSC, recommended in turn by the 
Policy Subcommittee and reviewed by legal counsel. 

Nearing the end of a long list of policies, Nelson 
noted a hold requested by member Margaret McSweeny 
related to a fundraising policy. McSweeny said her point 
was not to flag a particular, ongoing fundraiser but 
solely to bring to the attention of the committee a conflict 
between the activity and the language of the policy as 
proposed. 

At the enthusiastic motion of committee member 
Jim Muse, acknowledging Lincoln for all her years of 
“fantastic service to our school district,” the JSC voted to 
appoint Lincoln to interim director of Student Services. 

The JSC approved the following meeting dates for 
2024: January 18, March 28 and June 20. 

During committee reorganization, Sharon Hartley 
accepted a nomination for her to continue as chairperson 
of the Superintendent Union #55 side of the Joint School 
Committee. Opening remarks by Hartley and respective 
ORR Chairperson Michelle Smith reflected on the need for 
unity.

The Caine Mutiny Court-Martial. Starring Kiefer 
Sutherland and Jason Clarke. Directed by 
William Friedkin. Running time: 108 minutes. No 
MPAA rating: Now streaming on Showtime and 
Paramount-+. 

The late William Friedkin was revered for 
his hard-punching, action-centered approach to 
moviemaking. He was never averse to manipulation 
or what some might consider cheap tactics to get 
an audience worked up (or worked over). His two 
most famous films are exemplars of their genres — 
The French Connection a game-changing cop thriller, 
The Exorcist the same for horror movies — and in 
those genres, a certain high-pressure style can only 
help. But a corner of Friedkin also loved courtroom 
dramas. He remade 12 Angry Men; he made Rampage 
one-third serial-killer horror and two-thirds legal 
procedural asking whether the captured killer could 
duck the death penalty by being declared insane; 
and he logged a similar ratio in his war drama Rules 
of Engagement. 

What turned out to be Friedkin’s swan song 
is one of the most noted courtroom meditations, 
Herman Wouk’s play The Caine Mutiny Court- 
Martial, based on Wouk’s novel. (The material also 
spawned the famous Humphrey Bogart vehicle 
in 1954, and Robert Altman directed a film of the 
play in 1988.) I’ll avoid spoilers for those new to 
the story, but Friedkin, as writer as well as director, 
has made some changes, updating the action from 
post-WWII to 2022, and one effect of the alterations 
is that Greenwald (Jason Clarke), the Jewish lawyer 
who defends Lt. Maryk (Jake Lacy) against the 
charge of mutiny against Commander Queeg (Kiefer 
Sutherland), no longer has a wrenchingly personal 
reason to make the climactic speech he still makes. 
So Greenwald’s anger seems undercooked. 

Still, Friedkin captains this old ship smoothly, 
never resorting to flash (or flashbacks) and holding 
to an old-school talking-heads style that comes to 
seem, in this era of computer-generated whiz-bang, 


deeply satisfying in its meat-and-potatoes clarity. 
The emphasis is squarely on the talking heads, what 
they’re saying and, more importantly, what they’re 
not. Queeg was a taskmaster with a possible nervous 
condition, decreasingly liked by his crew, but does 
that mean Maryk was justified in flouting Queeg’s 
orders during a ship-threatening typhoon, steering 
the Caine in the opposite direction from the one 
Queeg specified? 

The more contemporary framing does enable 
Friedkin to cast away from the usual white-male 
default in this production; Monica Raymund files a 
fearsome, no-nonsense prosecutor Challee, while the 
late Lance Reddick (in his swan song; the movie is 
dedicated to him) brings every drop of quiet but iron 
authority he can muster as head judge Blakely. Kiefer 
Sutherland’s Queeg is in the long-standing tradition 
of glowering, tight-voiced Queegs, fondling his 
marbles and speaking in defense of rigid adherence 
to protocol. Would Queeg’s marbles be a fidget- 
spinner in 2022? Is Queeg on the spectrum? Friedkin 
updates the milieu without particularly refreshing 
the play’s attitudes towards mental disability. 

Friedkin had wanted to direct The Caine 
Mutiny Court-Martial for years. Whether he would’ve 
wanted it to be his coda is impossible to know, and I 
would guess he landed on this as his first feature in 
12 years because the money was there to make it. Is 
it a weak film to go out on? Not at all. The editing, 
as always with Friedkin, is as sharp as a fresh razor 
and takes us through the drama briskly and firmly. 
The medium close-ups of tormented faces dominate 
the proceedings, and Friedkin stays on those faces, 
knowing each one is its own mini-movie of fear and 
regret. I’m glad he was able to make it, and I’m sorry 
there won't be more.

Food insecurity is defined as not knowing 
where your next meal is coming from - a very textbook 
definition. What does this look like? In the United States, 
and our region is no different, it looks caregivers skipping 
meals so that their children have enough food to eat, kids 
who are overweight 
because their families 
don’t have the means 
to purchase more 
costly fresh produce 
and so must instead 
rely on inexpensive, 
highly processed 
foods. 

Hunger is a 
hidden and persistent 
issue for too many 
across Southeastern 
MA. As outlined 
in The Marion 
Institute’s Food 
System Assessment 
report, 1 in 3 
consumers surveyed 
said they often or sometimes ran out of food before there 
was money to buy more. This maps to statewide data 
reporting the same statistic: 1 in 3 MA residents are food 
insecure, with children most impacted. 

Food pantries constantly struggle to source more 
than the inexpensive, shelf-stable foods that the health- 
conscious among us try to avoid (i.e., canned foods, 
pastas, cereals.) While these foods fill bellies, they aren’t 
optimal for good health. Frogfoot 

Farm’s goal is to change that by: 

1. Growing fresh, culturally-relevant produce for 
food relief programs on six acres of land, and 

2. Establishing a volunteer gleaning program to 
harvest food from area farms that would otherwise go to 
waste in the field. 

Operations at Frogfoot Farm will turn two critical 
food system gaps in the region — access to fresh produce 
in food pantries and food waste — into one solution, in one 
location. 

Frogfoot Farm is surrounded by bogs at the 
Wareham / Plymouth line, and this unique event kicked 
off with a cocktail hour in a bog of floating cranberries 
and featured an assortment of locally sourced foods for 
guests to enjoy. This will be an annual event. To learn 
more or get involved, visit www.MarionInstitute.org.
